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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The instant invention is deemed to be a non-obvious improvement over the 
invention of U.S. Pat. No. 5,562,420. The improvement comprises the use of a wind 
turbine rotor blade having a thickness reserve in the range of 15% to 40% of the length 
of the rotor blade chord, a greatest profile thickness in the range of 20% to 45% of the 
length of the rotor blade chord and a leading edge radius of about 0.146 of the profile 
depth of the rotor blade.
